Last week that came to a head for 
me...and now I can truly say that I can 
understand how tough it really is...to 
tell something to someone that is 
really secretive and important and how 
all the fears flood right in. 

I took my mom to supper and after a 
few useless conversations...1 started 
with a few comments on some issues 
and before the half hour was up...she 
was asking some really valid questions 
about the differences of TV and TS 


Thank god for media, film and TV 
talk shows these days...as some of the 
people out there (your family and 
mine) are actually being educated and 
exposed to alternative ways along this 
life pathway. I was proud to show her 
all of the Illusions Magazines and she 
seemed quite impressed. She was 
relieved to see that it wasn't of a 
pornographic nature and I tried to 
explain to her that our focus had 
always been to have a vehicle for the 
TV/TS community that we could all 
be proud of. We could show it to our 
families and not need to keep it 
hidden. She was amazed at how much 
work has gone into it. She asked some 
fairly standard questions.... are they 
gay... how do wives feel? What do 
you do at the Socials?

If Rachael would have written this article from a personal point of view and not trying to speak for the entire TS 
community, it may have been taken with a grain of salt as being the personal views of one individual who needs to research 
and understand the topic in order to comment on it intelligently. 

Point One: Rachael wrote, "No one gets up one morning and decides they're going to be a TS." 

Of course you don't and you don't decide to be a TS, its the way you feel and with the help of the proper doctors and results 
from a battery of tests you will be diagnosed as a preoperative transsexual, thereby confirming your inner feelings. 

Point Two: Rachael wrote, "We have very few friends, and after we start our full time crossgender experience, we 
normally lose most or all of those friends." 

Most people through out their lives only develop a handful of relationships with other people to the point of calling a person 
a friend. A friend is someone you go through lifes ups and downs, highs and lows, good turns and bad turns, through thick 
and thin and times where you laugh and cry together. If after a legitimate TS has a negative response from somebody they 
considered a friend, then this so-called friend wasn't really a friend to begin with. : 

Point Three: Rachael says:" If they find after living fulltime or as a transsexual for awhile, they aren't TS... 
Refer back to counter point one about being diagnosed as a TS candidate. If a person goes out on their own with no 
professional help and considers themself transsexual only for a while, they're in troubled waters. 


Point four: In the paragraph where Rachael talks about "TS 's saving themselves and being reborn in the gender of 
choice." 

An individual who has been professionally diagnosed as TS has had their earliest inner feelings confirmed, therefore they 
don't need to let their old gender die. They may have to polish the outer exterior to match the inner feelings to convey the 
gender they've always been. Gender is not alterable, where as altering the physical/ sexual characteristics of a person is. 
Point five: Rachael says, "It involves a serious decision that may have permanent repercussions should you later decide 
you are not transsexual." 

Granted there are some cases where individuals have managed to slip through the cracks and received the final surgery and 
realize it was the wrong decision. Of course the repercussions would be serious, but with the medical field gaining more 
information everyday, the chances of an individual fooling themselves or the proper medical authorities,and if the Standard 
of Care guide is followed, chances are very remote. 

Point six: Rachael states, "If you believe you are a pre or post operative transsexual......" 
As has been mentioned throughout this rebuttle, you as an individual may believe you're a transsexual candidate but without 
the proper diagnosis from the proper professionals, you can't consider yourself a true TS no matter how long you have been 
sross liv: e ST fe . nope WE a : AN F 
F OSS E or hyg hormones. Further more there is no way you are going "to believe you are a post operative TS". When 
you reach the stage and the final surgery has been done, this isn't a grey area. You are a post operative individual, you don't 
have to believe it. 7

There was a small 
group then and I attended a few 
socials but the guilt caught up with me 
and I was travelling out of the country 
for a year soon, so I put Lisa behind 
and maybe forever at that point. 


I: What made you come back? 

Lisa: Crossdressing always catches up 
with you anyways. But by this point I 
was really starting to think that I really 
do enjoy this and why would I want to 
throw these clothes and personality 
out? 


I: Has Lisa seen any growth in 
herself? Any noticable changes? 
Lisa: | think the most obvious is the 
way I can dress now, makeup and 
hair....I have chosen a clothing style 
that's pretty casual but I still love the 
party stuff. Again that's just part of 
learniong about yourself and being 
comfortable with this. As you do this 
for awhile you realize that being a 
woman isn't just frilly clothes..its 
attitude and being a woman in the 
most minimal of ways 


I: How did you get the name Lisa? 

Lisa: It was a message from above.. a 
voice said... Lisa... Lisa... Lisa... 
Seriously I really like the name.. many 
girls of my generation got that name, 


I: What does Lisa's routine consist of 
Sor getting ready? 
Lisa: Piece by piece...there's nothing I 


do that's extraodinary...but I do have 
my own little techniques. I like hip 
padding.. that's essential. I don't want 
to look like a straight stick with 
breasts. I've learned alot about makeup 
over the last few years and part of that 
thanks... goes to someone who isn't 
around anymore. This pal of mine that 
also crossdressed.. showed me some 
really cool techniques and where to 
purchase really quality stuff.. like the 
MAC line. 


I: Can we talk about a sensitive 
subject here? 
IhiearsAnd.thatiic 
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of this. We know its not been the 
easiest of roads for you two...?: 
Lisa: No it hasn't been easy at all. It's 
been easy for some couples at the club 
for acceptance and participation...but 
that isn't going to be our case. For my 
girlfriend, this is not something she's 
willing to enjoy, fortunately she does 
tolerate it. I'm not going to expect 
anymore and I'm not forcing the issue 
This is someone's mind I'm dealing 
with here and as far as the future 
goes. I remain optimistic. 

Recently the two of us saw the 
movie.. Just like a Woman ...it was a 
crossdresssers fantasy where the 
girlfriend totally accepts her man’ 
crossdressing. ...and even turns into a 


sexual fantasy. This seems to be a 
common fantasy around here that I 
have heard. ..but really when we have 
so many crossdressers who state that 
they are heterosexual.. why do they 
expect their wives to be homosexual. 
This is why I'm not pushing the issue 
anymore at home.. tolerance is the 
least I should expect. 


I: Don't you think though that this... 
just tolerance... spills over into other 
areas of your life together and 
wedges it abit.. or alot? 

Lisa: Well sure but in our 
circumstance... its mostly the 
crossdressing that causes the problem. 
It would be great if I was on a football 
team and putting in as much time with 
the guys.. but when I'm with the guys 
that are girls... that's a different matter,

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I:Lets get to Illusions stuff? What 
would you like to see the new 
Empress accomplish or pursue? 

Lisa: I would like to see her do a strip 
tease at all functions? I think that 
Illusions has come far enough now 
that we shouldn't be shy about 
ourselves. My goal on the onset of 
being Empress was probably a 
departure from our past Empresses as 
I made this position political... for 
good or bad this may continue with 
our new Empress... that's her choice. 


I: Ok...lets bitch here... what has 
been a thorn along the way? 

Lisa: People who demand but don't 
give back. There's been the odd 
individual who has done that here and 
I know that shouldn't bring any 


bearing on the people who really do 
try here... but it is discouraging to hear 
complaints, no action, and lack of 
commitment. So many times after an 
Illusions function I see people just 
leave and never lend a hand in 
cleaning up and its happening with the 
magazine all the time... or even on the 
simple level of keeping the place tidy 
throughout the day. Some people don't 
realize how unique this place is and 
how fragile it actually is too. If any of 
us where to travel to any of the larger 
Canadian cities... we would be hard 
pressed to find a club as large and 
accessible as this one. So if there's a 
lack of help then it wouldn't take 
much for this whole thing to fade 
away... and that would be tragic. 

I draw a parallel with other organized 
groups in our society... such as rugby 
teams or Kiwanis etc... these people 
donate hours and even money to the 
cause... but yet here... we can't get 
people to pay for coffee or put in their 
$2 for a magazine rental. 


I: What do you see as the future for 
Lisa? 

Lisa: I'll always be Lisa and I will 
grow old gracefully as your past 
Empress. I hope I've given some 
inspiration to other gals here and 
confidence. I'm not trying to brag... 
I've just tried to do these things.. best 
way I know how. When I see this 
place grow and more participation 
happening... It will be better place for 
me to come to and of course I 
wouldn't have to take on as many 
duties as we'd all be helping out. I 
have harped on this issue so many 
times at the club and in my articles... 
I do sometimes feel like a gerbil on 
a treadmill. 


BARBIE: Well on behalf of the girls 
that really do appreciate all the work 
that you have done... thank you very 
much... its been the first year that both 
Christine and I have been able to hand 
over the reigns of organizing activities 
each social. Burn out is really easy to 
come by... so personally I thank you 
for taking our energy and running with 
it. 


I: Any last thoughts then for the new 
Empress? 
Lisa: Well maybe she can build on a 
regret that I have from my reign, and 
that is in the lack of participation and 
contact with related groups in the 
alternative community.

In the beginning everyone of us have experienced the same 


feeling. Speaking for myself the first time I dressed to g0 out was 
late evening. I had gone to another members home to have some 
alterations done on a skirt, she gave me a dress which would no 
longer fit her. My friend encouraged me to wear it home which I 
did 

The word nervous does not adequately describe the feeling | 
experienced, that evening on the way home. | Was convinced 
beyond a reasonable doubt, that every body in their cars and even 
the people on the sidewalk w ere would be staring at me Perhaps 
some of them did, but if so they did not pay a lot of attention to 
me. 

I would not personally advise everyone to travel alone on their 
first venture out dre: ed. May I suggest that you have a friend 
accompany you. Possibly a close friend that accepts your lifestyle 
or ask another member of Illusions to accompany you i i 
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This way you are not likely to be bothered by most people. Some 
will smile al you, some will stare at you, but most people never 
look at who is in the car next to them.

GUESS WHAT, BILL...

Crossdressers face many difficult questions. Am I straight? Gay? Bi? TS? Was I born this way 
or was I influenced along the way? Should I wear the pink skirt or the polka dot dress to Illusions this 
Saturday? 7 ; 

With so many questions and fresh memories of the emotional turmoil of first making contact 
with others it’s not surprising the question of who to tell often gets pushed to the back burner. When 
the question does come up, it is likely to focus on spouses and children. Other members whose 
personal circumstances have given them better insights in this area have already written about telling 
them. But who else should you tell? 

Since most CDs have spent the better part of their lives hiding, the initial reaction of most 
would be "no one!". After all, even in an area as well known as this for open-mindedness and 
steadfast government protection of the rights of those pursuing non-mainstream lifestyles (yeah, right!) 
there are some risks. These should not be exaggerated, however: a wrong decision might cost you 
your job, home and friends, but what the heck, who needs to live indoors when summer’s coming 
anyway? 

Aside from the possible spiritual and health benefits of living outdoors and renouncing material 
goods, is there any upside to telling others? Well, for one thing it can relieve a great deal of stress 
about disclosure once you know that those who are important to you (for personal or professional 
reasons) won’t desert you due to some minor slip (like finding one under the coffee table). You can 
take some pride in encouraging acceptance of crossdressers by the public: you will almost certainly 
be the first one anyone you tell has ever known, and it will be a lot harder for them to condemn others 
once they have accepted the behavior in someone they know. And of course, it will save you a lot of 
time and wrinkles (on both your face and clothes) hiding your stuff every time someone comes over. 

Telling someone need not be as traumatic as you might think if handled with care. Once you 
have carefully concluded that you can live with the worst possible way someone could react, the first 
thing to do is to find out how receptive they are likely to be. A good way to do this is to note their 
reaction to news items regarding gay issues (human rights protection, same-sex benefits, etc.). While 
few crossdressers are actually gay, views towards the two groups are likely to be closely related: 
someone who hates gays probably isn’t going to change their view just because the guy in the skirt 
says he’s straight. 

The next thing is to plan your approach. I have found the most important thing here is to have 
a good photo of yourself. Forget that shot with the black leather, chains and whipped cream; find your 
most passable shot with nice clothes and (especially important) good beard cover (you can tell them 
about the black leather, chains and whipped cream later; one thing at a time, gals). Most people’s 
images of CDs have been formed by Far Side cartoons of overweight middle-aged guys with two-days 
of stubble and hairy backs shoe-horned into garters, fishnet stockings and bras stuffed with grapefruit, 
so having a visual aid that shows you don’t look ridiculous will be very comforting (if you are an 
overweight middle-aged guy with two days of stubble and a hairy back shoe-horned into garters, 
fishnet stockings and a bra stuffed with grapefruit, consider getting a makeover before you dig out the 
Polaroid). Find a time when you won’t be interrupted and be prepared to answer questions openly. 

My own experiences have been uniformly positive, ranging from the "so what’s" of colleagues 
to extreme interest by an aunt who, I think, was relieved to find out I wasn’t quite as boring as my 
everyday persona made it seem. One couple I’ve known for about 15 years said they were touched 
that I felt close enough to them to reveal such a personal thing. But the best response was from my 
brother-in-law, who pondered the idea for a while and after a considerable silence said "well, I guess 
that’s twice as many things I can get you for Christmas".
